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Thousands March for Change in Downtown Hartford 
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It has been just one month since George 

Floyd died at the hands of Minneapolis 

police on May 25. Videos of the incident 

‘immediately went viral, sparking rots and 

protests across the country and the world. 

‘One month later, the riots have subsided but 

the protests have not only continued, but 

hhave been growing and organizers have 
issued more specific goals. 

(On Friday, June 19, Black America 
‘Undivided (BUA) held march and rally in 
Downtown Hartford that attracted an esti- 
mated 4,000 people, the largest demonstra- 
tion in the city’s recent history. The event 
was held to coincide with the Juneteenth 
holiday, which celebrates the freeing ofthe 
last black slaves in the United States on 
June 19, 1865 in Texas. But speakers atthe 
rally repeatedly stressed that blacks in 
‘America won't truly be free until police 
brutality and overall racism toward blacks 
is fully eliminated. 

‘More demonstrations and rallies are 
planned for the upcoming weeks, including 
“Disturbing the Peace” rally this Friday, 
Tune 26, at the State Capitol in Hartford, 
starting at 1:30 pm 

‘At the beginning of last Friday's 
demonstration, BUA representatives read 
‘out their 11 demands, which are also listed 
‘nthe group's Facebook page. 

"The demands are: 

+ Defind the police 50% by 2021, 90% by 
2022 and 100% by 2023. Funding for- 
_merly received by the police should be 
diverted to improving conditions forthe 
‘community in terms of housing, health- 
‘are, education and social services. 
‘Removal of police offices from schools 
and dissolving of relationship between 
police and school, Revocation of police 
access to deadly weapons, militarized 
training and surveillance technologies.

Blowing stuff up out of all proportion? Yes!

A follow-up fireworks complaint survey will be 
posted on the Hartford News Facebook page this 
Friday, and I will keep it open until next Tuesday. 1 
want to share the impact of these fireworks on the 
South Green and parts of CSS Con neighborhoods. 
‘You can see by the map that over 8,000 people are 
boeing impacted by them, including children and vet- 
eran who have been traumatized. I used the United 
‘States Census data to collet the number of residents 
The city’s new plan to address this issue was to have 
1 dedicated hotline for fireworks complaints, and the

police would deploy additonal officers, who would 
thea focus on educating people about the city’s fire- 
works ban. They would seize illegal fireworks, and 
the food trucks along Wethersfield Avenue would 
hhave reduced hours of operation. The calls and texts 
have received little to no response since June 17th. 
Last Saturday night a riot broke out on Wethersfield 
‘Avenue. Mayor Luke Bronin told me that a police 
vehicle was damaged and that the officers were 
unsuccessful in clearing the street. He mentioned 
shuting down parts of Wethersfield Avenue as a 
future strategy. A section of that street was shut down, 
‘Sunday night, but the fireworks were still going off in 
the parking lot of 331 Wethersfield Ave until 2:30am. 
‘Yes, I did call, but no action was takea. They were 
there for hours. Stonington Street had illegal ire 
works that went on from 10 pm to 2:30 am on Friday 
June 19th, In this past Tuesday's Hartford Courant, 
HPD Lieutenant Paul Cicero was quoted as saying 
that all the cals were responded to. Tat isnot true in 
my case. I called every half hour after 2:30am on 
June 18th until 4:40am; they finally stopped at 
4:50am, A resident at Annsmear noticed that when 
officers are deployed, they ate not interacting at all 
with those shooting off fireworks, but are merely 
thereto observe from inside their cruisers a distance 


away. So far there's been one seizure of fireworks 
reported, But itwas during a drug raid, soit looks like 
they just got lucky. 

“The change in food truck hours effectiveness is too 
soon for me to see if it has helped. Some people on 
social media complained that there isn't anywhere to 
‘goafter clubbing. Why not allow food tucks outside 
‘ofeelubs? Or ereatea food tuck designated area away 
‘rom residential areas, similar to what's dane on New 
Haven. I sent an email to City Council to insist that 
they address this problem, The plan is not working

Last week, Mayor Luke Bronin 
stood on the steps of his Elm Street 
brownstone surrounded by dozens 
of youth from Black America 
Undivided who were demanding 
sweeping reform that included a 
call for the de-funding of the 
Hartford Police Department. 
Captured in a 47-minute video by 
Fax Channel 61 that panned across 
the street to Bushnell Park where 
hundreds more marchers had gath- 
ered holding signs and chanting, 
the mayor was not only outnum- 
bered at his own home, he appeared 
decidedly uncomfortable and out of 
his element. It was the first ime in 
5 ¥ years that I'd seen hin unable 
to control the conversation: he's 
well known for that, espevally at 


read what he'd outlined for the 
‘media eaeler in the week knew the 
answer: four years, which would be 
after the end of his second—and 
likely final—temm in office. Is it 
‘any wonder that he didn't want to 
say that to the crowd? The video 
‘was posted on Facebook and 
rehashed for days. Some people, 
including supporters of Bronia as 
‘well as those who stand with the 
‘marchers, felt that to contont him 
at his home was wrong. And 
indeed, it was startling to see; unex- 
pected and intimidating. But I con- 
fess toa twinge of admiration and 
respect forthe boldness and persis 
‘ence of the young people who were 
‘expressing themselves in no uncer- 
tain terms, and would not be 
detered. To be honest, it was the

There, if a constituent ques- 
tion tums up the heat on the mayor 
oo much, he shuts down the con- 
versation and briskly moves on to 
the next in line, As he tied to 
address the Elm Street throng 
through a borrowed bullhor, he 
was frequently shouted down, 
Some of their retorts were laced 
with profanity, chants of “Throw 
him out!", and insistence upon 
answering their repeated question, 
“What's the timeline?” eferencing 
his plan to reform’ HPD and 
empower the citizens. He avoided 
responding, but those of us who'd

Since winning his first election 
(o any public office) in November 
2015, Luke Bronin has steadily 
‘built up layers of “buffers” between 
himself and city residents. By 
design, the mayor became general- 
ly inaccessible to most of the 
Hartford citizens who have sought 
‘ one-on-one with him. I've heard 
reports of residents who've 
requested an audience with the 
‘mayor at his City Hall office, only 
tobe denied and then escorted from 
the building after a security officer

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Hartford Policing: Will the Fix be a 
Band-Aid or a Permanent Change

Hartford Police Department is like any other department, they are 
good until they are bad.

Access Health CT is the state’s health insurance 
marketplace and can help individuals and small 
businesses shop, compare, and enroll ina health plan 
that is right for them or their family, Access Health CT 
is the only place where people can get financial help to 
lower the costs of their health insurance. Depending on 
household income, people could be eligible for Medicaid 
and the Children’s Health Insurance Program (CHIP), 
which offers free or low-cost healthcare coverage, or 
Qualified Health Plans with insurance companies like 
Anthem or ConnectiCare. 


Job loss with the loss of employer-sponsored coverage 
is considered a Qualifying Life Event (QLE) and allows 
people to enroll in health insurance during a Special 
Enrollment Period which happens outside of the Annual 
Open Enrollment Period. There are other QLEs too, that 
‘may allow people to enroll during this time, like losing 
your coverage, having a baby, moving to CT, turning 26, 
amongothers. 








‘Some who have lost their jobs may be considering 
COBRA coverage. COBRA sa federal law that lets 
people stay on their employer's healthcare plans after 
they lose their job, With COBRA coverage, people 
may have to pay 100% of the monthly premiums (or 
payments), including the share their employer paid, 


and a small administrative fee. Therefore, Access 
Health CT recommends comparing options through 
‘AccessHealthCT.com in addition to COBRA coverage, 
as it may be a better, less expensive choice. 


Those who lost their insurance during the last two 
months will need to act quickly. People who lose health 
insurance due to job loss have 60 days from the day 
their coverage ends, or 60 days before their coverage 
will end ifthey know in advance to apply for health 
insurance through Access Health CT.
